The acid may be 
vinegar and water or lemon juice. 
The addition of red pepper, sugar, 
salt, Worcestershire sauce, tabasco, 
are all a matter of taste, but the 
blending Is important and Is never 
omitted. 
Beat well with an egg­ 
beater until a thick emulsion is 
i'ormed. 
Serve well chilled and 
freshly beaten just before serving. 
For mayonnaise take one cupful 
of oil, one egg yolk, half a tea­ 
spoonful each of salt and mustard, 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
vinegar. 
More oil may be used, making a 
stiffer 
dressing, 
adding 
more 
seasonings. The best way to pro­ 
ceed is to add to the egg yolk the 
vinegar and seasonings and beat 
one minute; if a good emulsion Is 
produced 
at 
the 
beginning 
no 
•rouble will be had by curdling 
later when the oil.is added; now 
add two teaspoonfuls of oil and 
beat one minute, repeat, then add 
four teaspoonfuls of oil and beat 
one minute, add two tablespoon­ 
fuls and beat one minute, rest for 
half a minute, then add three 
tablespoonfuls and beat one min­ 
ute, repeat, rest again for half a 
minute, add the last of the oil, one- 
quarter cupful, and give a two- 
mlnute beating. 
After becoming 
expert more oil may J?e added to­ 
ward the last of the process, but 
be careful of too much oil in the 
ooginning.

Captives at Peak of Summit. 


TIEN TSIN, May 23.—In a letter to 
his wife Major Roland W. Pinger, 
United States army officer held cap­ 
tive by the Suchow train bandits, de­ 
scribes the removal of three Ameri­ 
can prisoners, including himself, to 
the summit of Paotzuku, 
where es­ 
cape or rescue seems apparently im­ 
possible. 
Major Pinger stated that 
late Sunday afternoon, there was a 
commotion in the bandits* mountain 
stronghold and he 
was 
notified he 
was to be taken to the summit of the 
mountain, which is almost inaccessi­ 
ble. Lee Solomon and Major Robert 
Allen, the latter also an American 
army officer, also were ordered to ac­ 
company him. 
“We climbed a thousand feet to the 
sum mit/’ wrote Major Pinger, ’‘the 
last two hundred being almost sheer. 
We went up slowly and laborously, 
ascending by means of hand and toe 
holds cut in the rock. 
“ When we finally reached our a1- 
titudious destination, we were assign­ 
ed to quarters 
hopelessly 
foul, al­ 
ready occupied by Chinese who prob­ 
ably were old prisoners held for ran­ 
som. 
We unanimously disapproved 
of our lodging and, looking around, 
found a dugout, 
which 
was fairly 
clean, though small. 
We cleaned it 
out the best we could, all of us voic­ 
ing the hope that it would be our last 
captive home. 
“ We are away up in the air, as high 
almost as Mount Talmalpais at San 
Francisco, with a beautiful country 
sp ead out around us. 
The view is 
like an artist’s map, but it only em­ 
phasizes our squalid 
surroundings 
here. 
While down below everything 
seemed blessed with a Sabbath peace 
and calm, our Immediate surround­ 
ings suggested only the wickedness 
of man to man ” 
Major Pinger stated he believed 
the action ol the bandits in choosing 
three 
Americans 
to 
move 
to the 
Paotzuku summit was for the pur­ 
pose of obtaining official American 
notice and thus speeding up the ne­ 
gotiations between the Chinese gov­ 
ernment and the brigands for the re­ 
lease of the captives. 
He added that the bandits do not 
trust the Chinese government and 
would undoubtedly welcome foreign 
intervention.
